GET PERMISSION FROM THE LAND 


OWNER BEFORE CUTTING TREES 


Reports received by the Department of Forests and 


Waters show that a large number of Christmas trees are 
stolen each year from timber-land owners. Last year more 
than 1,000 trees were stolen from a 5-mile stretch alonjf 
a public road in Western Pennsylvania during the two 
weeks before Christmas. This was done in spite of the 
fact that the owner of the property watched and patrolled 
the area continuously. The unfortunate feature of this 
bad practice is the fact that these careless persons cut 
three or four trees before thfey get the one that s,uits them. 
It is not unusual to find that after trees have been planted 
carefully and protected for yean the best onei are stolen 
for Christmas purposes. 


The laws of Pennsylvania make it a misdemeanor for 


f.nv person to cut and remove a tree without the consent 
of the land owner, and upon conviction of the*offense pro- 
vides a tine not exceeding $500 and imprisonment not 
exceeding three months, or both. 


tt should be remembered that e-- ery tree growi»g on 


the hillside0 of Pennsylvania belongs to someone, and per- 
sons who desire tactit their Christmar, trees for home u?e 
should fir-si get pIpRHseion from the land owner. Land 
owners should keep a caieful watch of their evergreen 
trees during the month of December to orevent the theft 
of their valuable treer. If «o fortunate as to catch the 
guilty persons they should be prosecuted so as to put an 
end to this malicious practice.
